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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the Applicant's remarks dated October 20, 2008 
Applicant states "Examiner initiated interview". The record should state that the Applicant requested an interview with the Examiner having 
a SPE or Primary present. The interview was pending and later confirmed. Prior to the scheduled interview time, the Examiner called the 
Applicant to respond to the concerns of the Applicant. Based on the verbal input from the Applicant, Examiner agreed to further review the 
Office Action. 

Upon further review and consideration of the claims and the Prior Art, namely Bowman-Amuah M.K. (US Pat. No. 6/529,909), the final 
rejection stands . The claim 1 limitation of " wherein the extractor, translator and loader components extract, convert and load generally in 
parallel" implies that at times the system is not operating in parallel. 

Bowman -Amuah anticipates the application, (column 117, lines 60-65) which states "Role Management Services provide this additional 
level of directory indirection. Route management Route management enables the routing of tasks to the next role, which can be done in the 
following ways: Serial-the tasks are sequentially performed; Parallel-the work is divided among different players; Conditional-routing is 
based upon certain conditions; and Ad hoc-work which is not part of a predefined process." Further, Bowman-Amuah states "Benefits 
Scalability. Each filter performs its data processing and transformation independently of other filters. By leveraging off some pipe forms' 
multiplexing/demultiplexing techniques, there may be several instances of a particular type of filter running in parallel." (column 1 97 lines 
60-67). 
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
